Thousands of species go 
extinct each year. In fact, a 2015 study which appeared in the journal Science Advances shows the rate of 
vertebrate extinction has increased nearly 100 times. This is a critical situation which cannot be 
ignored.

And without healthy ecosystems we ourselves will not survive.
